These  clinics  are  attended  by  a  Health 
Visitor  and.,  in  most  cases,  by  a  Doctor*  The  attachment  scheme,  whereby 
the  nursing  staff ,  including  a  Health  Visitor,  is  attached  to  a  General 
Practitioner  Group  has  been  working  satisfactorily.

The  nurseries  are  regularly  inspected  by  Health  Visitors 
and  are  satisfactorily  conducted. 

Welfare  Foods 

Welfare  foods  are  distributed  at  some  doctor’s  surgeries, 
Child  Health  Clinics,  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Services  centres,  and  at 
many  village  stores. 

Old  People’s  Welfare 

The  welfare  of  old  people  is  statutorily  under  the  County 
Social  Services  Department. 

is  also  a  growing  body  of  voluntary  workers  in  this 
field  and  the  Hampshire  Council  of  Social  Service  take  an  active 
interest  in  fostering  and  co-ordinating  the  voluntary  work  for  the  aged. 

There  are  several  clubs  scattered  in  the  various  parishes 
and  in  many,  in  addition  to  all  the  club  facilities,  chiropody  clinics 
are  held  and  are  proving  a  very  useful  and  popular  service. 
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The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  which  is  administered  by  the  Social 
Services  Department  in  conjunction  with  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary- 
Service  was  extended  during  last  year  to  cover  Littleton,  Micheldever, 
Sparsholt ,  Sutton  Scotney  and  Wonston.  The  service  now  operates  in 
the  following  areas:

Weather 


The  most  notable  features  of  the  weather  during  1972  were  the 
above  average  rainfall  ( 36.97  inches  being  recorded  as  compared  with 
30.01  inches  the  previous  year),  the  high  temperatures  (for  that  time 
of  the  year)  recorded  in  the  latter  half  of  March  and  a  peirticularly 
unpleasant  May  with  low  temperatures,  cold  winds  and  with  26  "rain 
days'1  being  recorded  during  the  month. 

The  year  opened  with  a  cold  spell  with  some  snow  and  rain  but 
this  soon  gave  way  to  comparatively  mild  weather  which  continued 
throughout  January  and  February,  with  above  average  rainfall  during 
the  latter  month.  The  first  two  weeks  of  March  brought  heavy  rain, 
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some  snow  and  occasional  gale  force  winds,  causing  severe  flooding  in  the 
sou ch  Ox  tne  country;  the  latter  hall  of  the  month,  however,  was  very  pleas¬ 
ant  with  abnormally  high  temperatures  for  the  time  of  the  year.  April  and 
hay  consisted  mainly  of  unsettled  weather,  May  being  unusually  cold  and  wet. 
July  and  August  (with  the  exception  of  the  last  week)  brought  welcome  dry 
periods  with  warm  o.ays  and  plenty  of  sunshine.  September  and  October  were 
mainly  dry  but  unsettled  weather  returned  in  November  and  in  the  middle  of 
the  month  heavy  rain  and  gale  force  winds  caused  flooding  and  severe  damage 
over  most  o±  the  country.  The  beginning  of  December  was  marked  by  heavy 
rain,  but  the  year  ended  with  a  dry  and  mild  spell.

Three  hundred  and  fifty-seven  new  houses  and.  flats  were  erected  in  the 
District  during  19/2.

ihe  main  development  was  in  Bursledon  and  Hedge  End  end,  to  a  lesser 
extent,  in  Littleton  and  Fair  Oak.

Parishes  to  tne  north  and  north-west  of  Winchester  are  supplied  by 
Winchester  Corporation's  mains  and  the  remainder  of  the  District  by  the" 
Southampton  Corporation  supply. 

The  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  throughout  the 
year;  a  copy  of  a  report  of  a  typical  chemical  analysis  is  shown  in  the 
repo?  t  of  die  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  bacteriological  samples  sub¬ 
mitted  for  analysis  nave  been  satisfactory.  None  of  the  water  supplied  is 
liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action;  the  average  fluoride  contenVof  the 
Winchester  and  Southampton  supplies  was  0.10  and  0*15  parts  per  million 
respectively. 

Sewage  Disposal 

M-Pgs -l/op_^hy,  etc.  Scheme:  In  September  tenders  were  invited  for  the 
construction  of  the  necessary  works  in  connection  with  the  above  scheme  and 
the  Council  decided  to  accept  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Tilbury  Construction  Ltd. 

In  December,  the  Department  of  the  Environment  notified  the  Council 
that  they  raised  no  objection  to  the  acceptance  of  this  tender. 

Sutton  Scotney  and  Wonston  Scheme:  In  May,  the  Council's  Consulting 
engineers  suomitted  a  scheme  lor  the  installation  of  a  sewerage  system  for 
Sutton  Scotney  and  Vonston  and  a  Sub-Committee  formed  to  consider  the  scheme 
in  detail  recommended  its  adoption;  the  Consulting  Engineers  were  asked  to 
prepare  the  necessary  plans.

A  number  of  parishes  on  the  north  and  north-western  boundaries  of 
Winchester  City  are  supplied  by  them  with  mains  water;  the  mains  supply 
to  the  remaining  parishes  in  the  rural  district  is  provided  by  Southampton 
Corporation. 

Samples  from  these  supplies  are  submitted  regularly  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  and  chemical  analysis  and  reports  received  on  these  samples  have 
shown  them  to  be  satisfactory.

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  during  the 

year  and  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  two  cases,  details  of  which 
are  as  follows: 

1 •  A  bottle  of  milk  delivered  by  a  roundsman  was  found  to  contain 
two  pieces  of  glass  approximately  long,  together  with  two 
smaller  particles.  A  fine  of  £30  was  imposed. 

2.  A  bottle  of  milk  delivered  to  a  Primary  School  in  the  District 
and  issued  to  one  of  the  pupils  was  found  to  contain  a  small 
fragment  of  glass;  in  this  case  the  Magistrates  imposed  a  fine 

of  £40. 

Sampling  of  Food 

The  Hampshire  County  Council  is  the  sampling  Authority  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  3.  Preston,  Chief 
Sampling  Officer  under  the  Act  for  the  following  details  as  to 
substances  sampled  during  the  year. 

336  samples  were  procured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955, 
within  the  area  of  the  Winchester  Rural  District  Council. 
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Milk  Samples 


177  samples  of  milk,  including  29  of  ’’Channel  Islands”  varieties, 
were  taken. 

One  sample  taken  from  a  farm  tank  was  found  to  contain  0.1 5 
international  units  per  millilitre  of  antibiotics,  or  three  times 
the  amount  considered  acceptable.  Proceedings  were  taken  and 
resulted  in  the  defendant  being  given  an  absolute  discharge  on 
payment  of  £12.70  cos'ts.  Another  sample  was  slightly  low  in  fat, 
but  due  to  natural  causes  and,  therefore,  not  involving  any  offence 
in  the  case  of  ordinary  milk.  The  result  was,  however,  taken  up 
with  the  producer  with  a  view  to  an  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  the  milk  being  achieved. 

Miscellaneous  Samples 

Of  159  samples  of  other  foods  and  drugs,  only  three  were  the 
subject  of  adverse  reports,  two  of  which  arose  from  consumer 
complaints.  After  appropriate  investigations  these  matters  were 
dealt  with  by  warnings  to  the  manufacturers  and  vendor  responsible. 
Particulars  are  as  follows: 

(fi )  Steak  and  Kidney  Pie  -  contained  foreign  natter 

A  small  patch  of  brownish  fibre  consisting  of  animal  hair 
was  found  in  the  product. 

(b)  Potato  Crisps  -  contained  foreign  matter 

The  contents  of  the  packet  included  a  small  fragment  of 
pasty  matter  made  up  of  fragments  of  potato  crisps,  vegetable 
oil  and  salt  in  which  a  small  piece  of  string  was  entwined. 

(c)  Buttered  Buns  -  fat  consisted  of  margarine 

It  appeared  that  margarine  instead  of  butter  had  been  used 
owing  to  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  a  temporary 
employee. 

General 

In  addition  to  sampling  of  food  and  drugs,  attention  was  given 
to  the  descriptions  and  labelling  of  these  articles  in  connection  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  end  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act.  No  complaints  of  a  serious  nature  were  reported  but 
various  omissions  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  traders  concerned.

Abandoned  Cars 

The  collection  of  abandoned  cars  continues  with  the  use  of  the 
lew-loader  where  possible,  but  it  is  necessary  in  many  cases  to  call 
on  garage  breakdown  equipment;  an  arrangement  with  a  scrap  metal 
merchant  has  enabled  unwanted  cars  to  be  collected  from  oremises  at 
no  charge  to  the  Council  or  to  the  owner;  the  collection  of  these 
vehicles  continues  at  an  undiminished  rate.  Arrangements  are  made  for 
their  disposal  through  the  scrap  metal  merchants  using  Morn  Hill 
Depot.

The  Council’s  new  Incinerator  at  Poles  Lane,  Otterboume  was 
commissioned  in  August  and  officially  opened  on  2nd  October  1 972 • 

The  plant  is  designed  to  dispose  of  refuse  from  Winchester  Rural 
District,  Eastleigh  Borough  and  Winchester  City#  It  has  a  continuous 
burning  grate,  can  receive  and  incinerate  nine  tons  of  domestic  and 
trade  refuse  per  hour,  and  the  bunker  has  a  capacity  for  21 6  tons  of 
raw  refuse.  The  plant  salvages  ferrous  metals,  and  a  waste  paper 
baling  plant  is  provided  capable  of  compressing  waste  paper  and  card 
of  all  grades  into  bales  weighing  about  five  cwt.  at  the  rate  of  up 
to  two  tons  per  hour  when  fully  manned.
